and spllfitrof^l3antta»!='«Whenrlier pie- 
aent Majesty ascended the Tlirone, fow 
among those who claimed politiL-nl pro- 
Boiraca;:^puld have maintained that tlio 
linkbetween Great Britain and Cjinada 
could long romaia unhrokou. Papineau 
tuid Mackenzie aro namofiuliuost unknown 
to the present generation, but tlievo wuh a 
time when thoy wore hailed aa tlie loaders 
of an oppressed people against an Old 
World anarchy and M tho-* possible fonn- 
dors of a new Republic. American iia- 
triots speculated on tho permanent anti- 
pathy of tho Canadian people to their uu- 
iiatural stepmother, and even Prosidoiits 
at^d S^Qpiitori^B of Stat« did not caro to 
conoeW their 1 aympatluea,!.- Year after 
year the possible consecittbflCOs of Canadi- 
an disaflfeotion had a sensible in'liaenco on 
tiio relations of Great Britain and the 
IJnitod States, and afToctod all the jiiilg- 
inonts formed concorning us by the Amc- 
liean people. Tho contrast the present 
affords to tho past can hardly be spo- 
ken of without tho appearance of egotisti- 
cal oomplaoenoy. The whole prospect is 
Bo Bufifused with rose color that it is ini- 
possiblo to use other tint in depicting it. 
The Dominion of Canada is frrinly ostub- 
lished. It has one of tho mosi uuiKnilicunt 
territories in tlio world, and its slioren, 
like those of the neighboring Union, aro 
washed by either ocean. It contains luit 
only Upper and Lower Canada, now 
known as the Provinces o^ Qnf%rio and 
Quebec, but Nora Scotia, New 'Briuis- 
•wick and Britiflli Columbia. Tho lately 
rebellious Manitoba is now a momber of 
tlio Confederation. Newfonndlaud and 
Prince Edward's Island crtust eventually 
coma in. The latter little eottlemont bo- 
gins to fear it cannot pay its way so long 
as ii; reii^>^i°> in its nnsocial isolation. 
"Annexation" is now a forgotten cry. Tlie 
subject of separation from Groat Britain 
is by common consent tabooed an some- 
thing which it is inotpediout aud almost 
odious to mention. A philosophical Ra- 
dical who has immigrated from England 
does his best to force on a discussion; but 
his efforts are said to excite, the irritation 
which usually greets those who are im- 
portunately wise and insist upon speak- 
ing out of season. Our institutions aro 
copied with as much fidelity as is possil)lo 
in a country where there is neither King 
nor Peer. A King, by rapreseutatiou, is 
acknowledged in the person of the Gov- 
ernor-Generali and '.if , tidbles of twenty 
generations surrounded'bini liis perform- 
auce of the highest acts of ollicial lite 
could not be attended by more State and 
dignity. On the 5th of the present montli 
Lord DufToriu opened the first Session of 
the Second Parliain^n^ of the Dominion 
and those who compare the ceremonial 
with that which. 'premls a -few-Tinndrfid 
miles southward at Washington ■•.vill be 
able to judge bow far British inlluoiicos 
still affect tho Rociety aud tlio publiu Jife 
of the Dominion. Some may draw compa- 
risons unfavorable to Canada, and re- 
mark that, while forty millions of paoplo 
can conduct their public ofifair.s without 
porno and show, a tenth part of tho ntuu- 
ber, nndor conditions almost i)rfcisuly 
similar, borrow tho vanities of the Old 
AVorlil. The suotuMvould bo misplaced, 
for tho AmerifanH areljecoiningcvoryyRar 
more fond of reviews uiid ijrocessious, 
bands, flags and all the apparatus of poii- 
ular pageantry. Tho only ditferouco be- 
tween Canada and the United States is 
that tho former adopts tho more di}<iiiliod 
nolcmuitios of England. President (irant 
was sworn in uu tho tth of IMaruh amid an 
imposing military display, as became tho 
Chief of the Exeoutive power and the 
Oommafider-ia-Ohief of the American 
armiesi '}) 

Lord Dnfferin, as the ropresentatnc of 
Queen Victoria, called together and ad- 
dresaed tho Parliament in tho traditional 
style of an English Sovereign. He wont 
down in State to tho Houses of Parlia- 
ment, directed tho Commons to bo sum- 
moned, and communicated through tho 
Speaker of the Sonata his desire that the 
Commons nhould choose a Speaker. The 
Ciiuadian troops mustored in forse to do 
honor to tho ocoaflion. Tlinrowere infant- 
ry and cavalry aud artillery, all Militia, 
raised, olothoil and piiid by tho Dominion 
itself. His Excelloucy liad a guard of 
honor of a hundred 'men from a nowly- 
raisod regiment of Militia, who aro called 
tlio Governor-Geaoral's Foot Goards, and

of tho bank. The bu.siucsH gonoraUy dur- 
ing; tho half yoar liiid buon ouo of stoudy 
progress, oa thoy would see from the 
•tatemnat : of accounts wliiuh had beon in 
thoir handsi for tho lust 10 days. Tlii> ciip- 
ital remaiaed at the same lignvo aa boforo, 
and thoy propoHcd to nii^io the roaervo 
fund to £12,000 by tho uddition of £4,000 
for tho half year's prolitH. Tho note cir- 
oulstion for the year showed ftn increase 
of de6,300, and tboy trusted that as tho 
province became more developed this in- 
croaae would net only bo inaintAinod bnt 
further oxtondcHl. Tho bills payable, ah 
compared with tlio ;ii)th of Jir.ui "hist your 
showed an incroaso of .€")'.), 511, whilst tho 
inc^roaHoin tUo ileposits for llx! sauio pnr- 
ioii aiiiountod to i'll!3,812, which sliowtul 
very clearly the high eHtnnation in which 
the biak wai hold. On tho other side tho 
bills diBCoiintcd, liills reooiviiblo, and 
otbor i^'ouritios showed an inoroaso of 
£lvSr),9t)5 on the six montlis' working'. 
Tlia item of Ijault iiminises was iucroanod 
by Xl.KiO which was aeeonntod for by tho 
purchaso of it site for their branch at 
Portland. Ou charges account there was 
an addition of j£ 180 arising from a small 
iucroase of taxes tind salaries. He had to 
report the payment nf tho Government 
doboiituro loan ou tho tirst of January 
last, of which tho bank held £15,800; and 
this sum had now been released aad added 
to tho working c.-tpital. 

Tho prosperity and progress of the pro- 
▼inue with whom they wore oonuocted 
had been steady and of a satisfaetory na- 
turo for the past hiilf year. Tho surveys 
of tho Canadian Paoitio Kailway wore far 
ndvancod, and tlioy nii^ht hope ore long 
to see n iiccossful comiuonceinent of this 
great ivork, .which promised to be of much 
benefit toiho province. The reports from 
their branohes at Victoria and Portland 
wero encouraging, and fooling satisfied 
•with the success of tho latter branch, thoy 
■wore taking stei)s to oroct preuii^os there 
wliieli thoy considered would eiT'jct a sav- 
ing in bank charges. The prosperity of 
Ban Franoisoo and of tho coast generally, 
Lat^bfBn iQost marked, and he -was glad 
to say ifcelf branch in that city had large- 
Ir shared in it. Ho wished here to record 
the Bonsa tho directors entertained of the 
efforts of tho general manager and tho 
managers at their branches, to whosopru- 
denoe and .cautious managemont tho bank 
' iru maoMndebted for its present pros- 
fMnAfllff <&%fitibii. ■"''In oonolusion, he had 
to annoiinoe with regret the resignation 
of their estoomod colleague, Mr. Smith, 
The seat thus vacated at the board had 
not yet been filled up, but tho directors, 
as iaduly bound, had boon on the look- 
out for a gentleman who, from his posi- 
tion and connection with the province, 
vonld be a fitting sucoessor to their late 
soUeagne. 

Mr. Conybeare said ho had great pleas- 
nre in soeondiug the motion. A friend of 
hia, largely connected with tho trade of 
the Province, had during tho past four 
or five years given him information on tho 
yrospofits of the Province, and the posi- 
ilou of the bank, and in that information 
IjkI always spoken favorably of tho prn- 
dsnoa of tho management of tho bank, and 
Lad also expressed satisfaction with the 
prospects of tlio Province, as well as with 
the manager bn the other side. In tho 
pottaoripfc of a letter ho held in bis hand, 
aUoa^oa^vras. made to the remarks which 
^ad* been mads at those meetings, and 
-which had acted unfavorably on the bank 
ia tho Province, and whilst strongly in- 
flating on tho riglits of the shareholdorB, 
8i« thought it was bettor, in a largo class 
oi qvefltioos, to apply to the general man- 
»ser Srst; and from that gentleman— us 
liA had Mperlenoed in several oases— they 
■woold raeolvo every infbmation. ' Cavils 
•^are alvaya better not made, and he trtist- 
ed there would always bo harmony in 
dooriJ if there worn not without. (Ilear, 
liear.) Ho congratulatod them, and com- 
taaudod tho directors for scouring the po- 
aition of the bank by increasing the re- 
Mxve; and he hoped that, as they increas- 
ed tbe dividend, they would take good 
esi^e'fo fnorease the reserve, so as to keep 
pace with it, us nothing added so much to 
the Beeurity of a bank as large re;iorvo 
fund. The increase in tho business of 
the Prorinoa woald iiQoeasitate aninorease 
in tto fi ^Itei!:^.

In tho rfc^nsn of Commons, on the 22d 
nit., Mr. Dai;ou raised a question of 
priv'ilego in reforcnco loan alleged inter- 
faroucu of tlio Hon. Mr. Langovin with 
two district elections, jii his oflicial capac- 
ity. The first charge was that the Minis- 
ter ofPkiWio Works had written o letter in 
■which' ha said that if the electors of 
Cliarlevoiz rotiirnod Mr. Trorablay, tho | 
Govflrnment would not cauao any i)ubli(3 
•works to bo carried out in the county. 
}{• next charged that tlio Hon. Mr. Liin- 
gariu had 'written a letter to tho Hon. D. 
E. Prfce, which was.read by that gentle- 
nbi to the electors, the piirport of which

Ihe e.rpeiises o/Gas Inspectors are to 
be borne bt/ the Coinpmies, aad the Inspec- 
tors are to give bonds in the sum of $10,- 
000 for the faithful performance of thoir 
duties. The fiiiluro of any company to 
comply with tho provi.sions of the Act 
Bubjoct.H it to a tino of not more than $000 
nor loss than S250 for each otlonce.

Facts Concerninq Bbes. — When the 
queen bee is forcibly taken away from 
the hive, says the "American Bee 
Journal ,"~ the* beefl -which are near her 

at the time do not appear sensible of 
lier absence, and tho labors of the hive 
are carried on as usual for a time. It 
is seldom before tke lapse of an hour 
that the working bees begin to manifest 
any symptoms of uneasiness. They 
are then obse^^•ed to quit the larvro 
which thej" have been feeclin<^, and to 
run about in great agitation to and 
fro; and on moetinpf with Huch of their 
conipaiiions as aro not yot aware of the 
disaHter which has befallen them, they 
communicate the intelligence by cross- 
ing their nntennm and striking with 
tliom. The bees which rocoivo the 
news beconu; in their turn agitated, 
and spread the alarm further. All the 
inhabitants now rush forward, eagerly 
seeking their lost queen, But, lindiug 
Hearch uselo.ss, they appear to become 
resigned to their misfortune, the tumult 
HubsidcH, and if there are worker's eggs 
or young Lirv;u in the cells, prepara- 
tions aro made to supply the loss by 
raising a ue-w queen, and the labors of 
tho hive are resumed. 

For feeding bees: Take at the rate of 
five pounds of refined or white sugar, 
two gallons of soft water, ono table- 
spuonfiil of salt, ten graiiis of cream 
tarter; put all together, bring to a boil, 
skim, and, when cold, add eight ounces 
pulvei-ized Hliperj'-ehn bark, or fine 
oat-meal, stirring -well — then feed in 
the hive. During the summer, use but 
four jiouiids of sugar.
